The 400 watt MW broadcast from 
Wilmsiow, as mentioned last time, 
although not a great success as far as 
Europe was concerned, did cover the 
Manchester area with a very strong signal 
and one of the letters we received came 
^ from Tim. He had been listening for some 
time and had decided that he wanted to 
join us. One of his attributes was an MG 
sports car, which we thought would help 
us make speedy getaways. 

Tim was a club DJ at a well known 
night-spot In Manchester so he joined 
Stuart, Bob and me in making the pre¬ 
recorded programmes for Aquarius, 
although I was never keen on his style. 
But at least he had a style, which is 
something I never developed, being more 
at home fiddling about with transmitters 
than doing music shows. Anyway, Tim 
was a very out going person and he loved 
an audience. One of his plans (nothing to 
do with radio) was to get hold of a gun and 
to burst Into the pub shouting and causing 
general uproar and start a blazing row 
with Stuart. After insults and threats had 
been exchanged, Tim was to whip out the 
pistol and ‘shoot’ Stuart! At the time, I 
knew nothing of this, and only found out 
about it after it had been cancelled. He 
finally got his picture in the papers when 
he turned up outside Ashton Magistrates 
Court (wherein the rest of us were getting 
slapped wrists’ for the DIsley Disaster), 
with his car festooned with balloons and 
Radio Aquarius scrawled all over it. What 
a showman (although other words spring 
to mind!). 

One of the first transmissions Tim 
attended was the now famous Heald 
Green Getaway which made the papers 
when it came to court. Just north of 
Manchester airport is a place called Heald 


Green and there is a small wooded area 
called Hatchett’s Wood, off Simonsway,a 
busy dual carriageway. It was this wood 
that we chose for a mediumwave job In 
September 1974. 

On the Sunday in question, we erected 
the longwire aerial, planted the earth rods 
and were on the air at 1100. Everything 
was normal except for one thing - this time 
we were able to listen in to the Post 
Office’s mobile radio channel. I was more 
more worried about being caught doing 
that than getting busted for broadcasting, 
but it seemed like a good way of getting 
advance warning of their approach. It was 
Frank who found their operating frequency 
and he had permanently tuned a portable 
radio set to the channel. (There was no 
such thing as a scanner in 74.) This was 
the plan ... 

. . . After setting up, Frank, Staurt and I 
would sit about half a mile away near to a 
telephone box, taking listener’s calls while 
Bob and Tim would be on site to change 
tapes. We had Frank’s little radio and Tim 
had in his car a huge ex-army B44 VHF 
set which was also tuned to the PO 
frequency. The theory was that they could 
keep an ear cocked for any sign of the PO 
and pack up in good time. 

Aquarius had been on for about one 
hour when we heard Frank’s radio 
muttering to itself. He turned up the 
volume just In time to hear “that’s It, let’s 
move In and bump them off!’’ We waited 
about half a minute to see if Bob and Tim 
had heard but Aquarius continued to 
broadcast. Their receiver must have let 
them down and they were blissfully 
unaware that Gordon and his merry men 
were fast approaching. There was only 
one thing to do - that was to put plan B 
into action. ^

The trouble was that we did not have a 
plan B! Frank therefore thrasfied his 
Vauxhall Viva to within an inch of its life in 
order to beat the PO to Hatctietfs Wood 
and we arrived to see our team-mates 
carrying on as if nothing was wrong. Frank 
slowed the car as we passed the site, 
while Stuart and I hung out of the windows 
waving our arms and screaming. As we 
drove off, we saw Bob and Tim yanking at 
wires and throwing the equipment into the 
back of Tim’s car. We left them to it and 
roared off along Simonsway, confident 
that we had averted disaster. 

But coming in the other direction was a 
familiar looking car and poking out of the 
driver’s window was a face that we could 
have done without. It was Gordon 
himself. Post Office official extraordinaire! 
To make matters worse, Frank’s radio 
crackled into life - 'Tve just seen Frank 
and friends on Simonsway, shall I turn and 
follow?” We didn’t think the Viva would go 
any faster, but it did, finally coming to a 
wheezing rest in a secluded cul-de-sac, 
where we all piled out and lost ourselves 
in a nearby wood. 

We heard no more from Frank’s radio 
and so we had no idea what was going 
on, but later, the usual Sunday night 
telephone call told the awful story .., 

. . . Bob and Tim had successfully left 
the wood and more or less disappeared 
into the village when Lady Luck withdrew 
her support. The wires carrying the 12 volt 
supply to Tim’s VFfF radio had shorted (no 
fuse of course), causing a small fire. The 
car quickly filled up with dense, choking 
white smoke and opening the windows 
helped only In leaving a tell tale trail of 
fog. Tim could not see to drive and so Bob 
hung out of the window giving directions, 
but it was obvious that drastic actions 
were called for. The Idea was to stop in a 
side street and get rid of the incriminating 
transmitter and as luck would have it. Bob 
saw a nice left turn up ahead. Of course, 
we all know how fickle luck can be and the 


‘nice little road’ turned out to be the 
approach to Fleald green railway station - 
a dead end in more ways than one!

One of the cars left the road 
block and made its way towards Tim’s car.

Gordon walked quickly to Tim’s car and 
handed Bob a bunch of summonses. Tim 
got done for criminal damage too. 

Never had things gone so badly wrong 
for Aquarius. Needless to say, yours truly 
had another transmitter up and running for 
the following week, but now our morale 
was at the lowest ever and although no- 
one said anything, we were beginning to 
see the end of Aquarius . . .

In this issue on my pages you can read 
the following hopefully interesting stuff: firstly 
an exclusive feature about Wrekin Radio 
International, the station transmitting on 
12265 kHz. Secondly, a complete review of 
German Free Radio activity in the past year 
of 1993 and of course, the usual bits and 
pieces. 

Off we go then and as already reported, 
Radio Northsea and Level 48 stopped their 
co-operation at the end of 1993. The 
implication of this is that no more 
programmes from Level 48 will be aired via 
the satellite link of RNI and no programmes 
of RNI will be aired by Level 48 transmitters 
on shortwave. RNI therefore has the 
intention of using the Orang Utan transmitter 
in future but at present, no-one can be sure 
as to what will be happening from Orang 
Utan following the raid on January 16th. In 
general, this raid came as a deep shock for 
several small German stations who were 
using this powerful output as their main relay 
station. Anyway, no-one knows what the 
future holds for RNI at this stage. 

Radio Wahnsinn made two special 
programmes over the holiday season. First a 
Christmas special, secondly a New Year 
special, both heard via the OU transmitter. 
This station is now active via the BIRS for 
the time being. 

Finally a few words about Free DX. It is 
more than sad to learn that this famous 
publication had its last issue at the end of 
January. For over three years Free DX was 
tfie one and only weekly news-sheet in the 
Free Radio world and through no other 
source could one have obtained information 
at greater speed! Hopefully at the end of this 
year we can report in our review of a 
compensation!!!

WRI. 

A few months ago, Wrekin Radio 
International could be heard with regular 
transmissions each Sunday on 12265 kHz. 
Their programmes were very professional 
but unfortunately not much was written about 
the station in the various Free Radio 
magazine (including PC!) Today, the lack of 
information about WRI will come to an end. 

Originally WRI was an FM station which 
was set up in 1982, operating on 94.2 MHz. 
Due to a BBC station opening on the same 
frequency, WRI moved to 105 MHz but again 
there were problems, this time with other 
pirates using the channel. Another 
frequency change therefore had to be made, 
this time to 103 MHz. WRI stayed here for 
about 18 months until the station was raided 
by the DTI and all equipment was taken. 
After this sad event, WRI was silent for about 
six months but finally returned on 98 MHz. 
Again, it was the BBC that caused problems, 
deciding to take over the frequency and 
causing WRI to move to 105.50 MHz. In 
1989, the station went stereo for the first 
time. 

In January 1992, station co-ordinator Dave 
Jones had the idea that WRI should try its 
luck at AM radio. Because on MW there was 
little space for such an operation, it was 
decided that shortwave had to be used. 

The next thing was to find a good 
frequency. The usual 6 MHz (48 metres) 
was too full but WRI wanted to go near to an 
already popular station in the hope that 
people might just tune past and hear WRI. 
You always have to remember that this was 
the very first time that WRI tried broadcasting 
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on sfiortwave transmissions and that none of 
the staff had ever previously broadcast on 
tfiis band. But it was known that Radio Fax 
was very popular among the SW listeners 
and also that this station was soon to close 
down from using 12255 and so therefore, 
12265 was chosen by WRI. 

The main difference between WRI on FM 
and SW is that the shortwave is more 
nostalgic with music from 1955 - 1989 with 
no music less than four years old. The FM 
service, on the other hand, is a top forty type 
with music from the last four years, 1989 
1993. 

The WRI SW transmitter is a basic two 
valve type which delivers up to 70 watts to 
the dipole aerial, suspended six meters 
above the ground. The studio is also pretty 
basic with two Memorex LAB 302 record 
decks, three cassette machines, two CD 
players, a Realistic mixer and then a sound 
processor. 

The station itself consists of six presenters 
who are: Dave Jones, Paul Kay, Stuart 
Scott, Chris Aston, Derek Talent and Chris 
Carol. All of these presenters have their own 
style of programme with a different taste of 
music. This difference in music taste makes 
Wrekin Radio 

‘The station with the better music mix". 

In general, WRI is a non profit making pop 
music radio station but it is also a community 
radio station with broadcasts of local 
information and such like. 

You can say that any time WRI is longer 
off the air on SW, such a community service 
Is run. For example in May 1993, WRI was 
off the air because of one of the fund raising 
events they do to raise money for local 
charities. A licence to run a 28 day legal 
radio station was obtained, with ail 
advertising money donated to charity. 1602 
kHz was used for this service and the result 
was the raising of £2,500 for the local 
children’s hospital. 

Christmas 1992 and the WRI crew were 
busy with a station on 101.90 MHz, raising 
£3,200 for the Christmas Cracker Fund. 
December 1993 and WRI was off air in the 
pirate sense because again, another studio 
had to be built for a legal restricted service 


licensed station on 101.40 MHz, raising more 
money for charity. 

Back now to WRI on SW and the station 
has received more calls and letters in their 
18 months of international broadcasting than 
they have had in over 11 years on FM! WRI 
has the features of a larger radio station 
such as being able to put telephone calls on 
the air, the ability to use satellite links and 
also the facilities to produce and run its own 
commercials should the need arise. 

At the start of broadcasting on SW, 
everybody who sent in a letter received, in 
addition to the usual reply, a maxi-CD. I am 
now the owner of a Martyn Joseph CD which 
I had never heard of before but it sure is 
brilliant music! However, because so very 
many people were writing in to the station, it 
became expensive and so very unfortunately 
this special kind of answer had to be 
slopped. It certainly Is still worth writing to 
WRI though at:

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Technical Talk 

by Dave Martin (WNKR) 

The diagram shows the circuit for the series modulator of the transmitter 
shown in the last issue. 

The three transistors form a variable voltage regulator. The output voltage 
is set by adjustment of RVI. 

RV1 should be set so that the voltage at the collector (C) of T1P42 is half 
the supply voltage. For example, for a supply voltage of 12 volts, gives 6 
volts output. 

24 volts, gives 12 volts output. 

Once the output voltage is set, the audio is applied to the circuit. This 
varies the output voltage at an audio rate, thus giving Amplitude 
Modulation. 

The circuit as shown is fine if a high level audio source is used, such as the 
speaker output of a radio/casette etc. Lower levels such as ‘line’ and walk- 
man output will need a pre-amp. 

The T1P42 transistor should be bolted to a metal heat sink and you must 
use an insulating kit, as the tab of T1P42 is connected to the collector and 
will have the output voltage on it.

Can you remember what you were 
doing on 29th September 1993 at 1942 UTC? See what I mean! The more 
details you can provide, the better.

When I return 
from the country, you will of 
course be able to read about 
my exploits and experiences in 
the country of fine beer and 
countless pirates! Be sure to 
get yourself a copy of the 
September issue or why not 
take out a subscription with 
Pirate Chat? This will be the 
only publication to contain 
inside information directly from 
the Dutch pirates themselves. 
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The Media's Perception 
of the Pirate's

HAVE you noticed the way in which the 
British media often try to rubbish the 
concept of pirate radio? This does not 
happen all the time but is seems to be 
quite apparent on a regular basis. It 
seems to be the ‘in’ thing to try and 
make Free Radio seem evil and the 
worst thing that has ever existed. 
Newspaper reports will often carry 
stories of raids on local pirates and in 
doing so, cleverly try to give a wholly 
negative impression of the station 
Involved and of pirate radio In general. 

A recent newspaper article that 
appeared In the East Anglian Dally 
Times read, in part, as follows: 

. . the pirates are hunted by the 
department because illegal broadcasts 
can cause interference on established 
frequencies and have been known to 
obstruct emergency transmissions on 
CB radio., r 

Perhaps this article was a joke but I 
think it was supposed to be serious! 
What Free Radio station have you ever 
known of that interferes with CB 
channels and what evidence does such 
a newspaper have to prove such a 
statement? It is absolutely ludicrous 
that reporters can get away with 
articles like this and rubbish the pirate 
scene in the way that they do. The tone 
of the above suggests that all pirate 
radio somehow interferes with other 
users of the FM band and the general 
public who have no other knowledge 
will automatically believe such 
statements. The majority of people 
know nothing about the MW and SW 
pirate bands and are aware only of 
goings on within the FM spectrum. 


Because of negative reporting as 
regards to this branch of pirate radio, 
the public consequently believe that all 
pirates Interfere with emergency 
channels and are nothing but a 
nuisance when nothing could in reality 
be further from the truth. A 

If I was to go out into the street and 
ask a random cross-section of the 
general public what they knew about 
pirate radio, I am willing to place money 
on the fact that most would reply with 
answers concerning FM and 
Interference to emergency channels. In 
my experience, very few pirate stations 
do actually interfere In this way. 
Disturbance to telephones and 
televisions maybe, but the endangering 
of people’s lives by blocking police and 
ambulance frequencies and so forth, is 
nothing but pure fantasy. 

It has been said in the past that Free 
Radio on SW has interfered with legal 
emergency transmissions on 
frequencies such as 6240. If this is so, 
why do broadcasters such as the Voice 
of America broadcast on such a 
channel with thousands of watts of ^ 
power and not encounter any authority 
hassle? 

Free Radio is illegal and this is what 
we all must accept. However, despite 
this, I do not think it is right that the 
media should be able to spread the 
ideas that they do. As everybody 
knows, the press and television are 
very powerful and the messages that 
they spread will be believed by the 
majority. Any negative comments 
therefore made concerning pirate radio 
are going to be believed by many and ^ 
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the opposition towards the whole 
concept will consequenctly increase 
dramatically. 

Newspaper reporters often have no 
clue whatsoever when writing about 
pirate radio and every time they seem to 
churn up the same old excuse of 
emergency channel interference. We ail 
know that this is usually wrong but the 
general public are not aware but are 
instead totally Ignorant to the facts. In 
the unlikely event of Interference to 
emergeny channels, the question must 
be asked as to why police, ambulance 
etc are able to broadcast in the 88 - 108 
MHz range. In 1994, they should not be 
broadcasting on such frequencies and I 
have personally heard police 
broadcasting over the top of an IBA 
station on 103.10 MHz! This is 
absolutely ridiculous! The pirates are 
accused of interferring when they do not 
and yet the police and legal stations can 
get away with anything. Will things ever 
change? Pirate radio is against the law 
but surely this does not give the media 
the right to rubbish it as much as 
possible. 

I sat and laughed at a newspaper 
article recently that referred to Galaxy 
FM in Chelmsford who have been 
raided. It was reported that the station 
was operating in conjuctlon with 
Chelmsford Prison by transmitting 
messages from inmates to their families! 
This is simply because one solitary 
letter was found from a prisoner who 
was asking for a request! 99% of the 
people that read that article though, do 
not have access to the facts and so will 
believe what they have read. Their idea 
of pirate radio will now have been 
totally distorted because of such an 
article. 


It Is not only newspapers that can 
succeed in giving an inocrrect 
impression of the pirates, but television 
programmes can also do a very good 
job. 

On Friday March 10th, ITV’s ‘The Bill’ 
featured an episode concerned with a 
pirate station operating on 99.90 MHz 
which was advertising raves at which 
drugs were being sold. The millions of 
people who watched this programme 
are now likely to have the false 
impression that Free Radio is often 
connected with drugs! Both you and I 
know that this is in nearly all cases 
totally untrue and at best will only apply 
to the odd inncer city pirate. Television 
companies do, however, not think 
anything of rubbishing the general 
reputation of pirate radio, so long as 
their viewing figures are nice and high. 
While they reach their targets though, 
the public opinion reflecting Free Radio 
is diminshed significantly and potential 
support Is lost. 

Things though are never likely to 
change because of the stagnant society 
in which we live. People believe 
anything they read or see, simply on the 
basis that it has appeared in a 
newspaper or on the flickering screen in 
front of them. 

Free Radio has now existed for many 
years and while support for stations 
such as Caroline in the 60s was 
massive, what support do we have 
nowadays? With derogatory reports in 
the press and totally Inaccurate 
television programmes, what chance do 
the pirates of the 90s have? ■

Norway 

Throughout many years, Norway has 
been considered a place not meant 
for pirates. Still, through all these 
years, a number of Norwegian Free 
Radio enthusiasts have secretly 
been producing real pirate 
programmes for Europe from the 
land of the Vikings and the Midnight 
sun. You can read about them 
here ... 

As far as I know, it all started with 
Radio Confusion in the nnid-80s. 
Usually, their programmes were relayed 
by Radio Mirage, but the guy behind 
Confusion also made a number of 
programmes for other stations around 
Europe. He’s actually a really nice guy, 
as most of my dear pirate friends are .. . 
I’ve been talking to him a couple of 
times In the past, and he is now 
considering a comeback on shortwave 
with his music and DX programmes via 
other shortwave pirate 
stations. He could be 
contacted via my address 
(in Wuppertal). 

I’ve also heard rumours 
of a station called Radio 
Viking, but whether this 
really was a Norwegian 
station, or it has existed at 
all, is unknown to nie. If 
anyone knows about this 
station and wants to share 
it with me, I would be 
happy! 



from Norway. Perhaps a bit 
surprising to some, Christian Pirate 
Broadcasting Network (CPBN), is 
actually a Norwegian Free Radio 
Station. They haven’t been very active 
for over a year now, but the people 
behind this station have told me that 
they will return to the airwaves on 48 
metres in the future. CPBN is using 
their own transmitter for shortwave, 
capable of about 80 wats. They may be 
contacted via my dear friend Stefan 
Printz in Lund, and you all known his 
address don’t you? 

Another surprise from Norway is Radio 
Makahari. You might have heard this 
funny guy on shortwave, with his 
strange voice and programmes made 
up from Children’s Channel and 
different commercials! Makahari is now 
being relayed via the transmitter of 
CPBN, so he doesn’t have his own 
transmitter yet. You could listen to his 
funny programmes during Christmas 
1993; and he has told me, 
quite a number of reports 
have been received for 
these programmes. The 
station name has often been 
confused with ‘‘Mata Harl", 
which Is quite wrong. The 
guy actually has rather 
strong strong ties to New 
Zealand, and in his first 
programmes one could hear 
Polynesian music, which 
surely is quite unusual for 
European pirate stations!

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Since he borrowed the equipment of 
CPBN during the first period of 
broadcasting, he could also be heard 
QSOing with other Free Radio stations. 
The address for Makahari Is the 
Wuppertal maildrop. 

The next station to join the line-up of the 
Norwegian pirates was my own station, 
Channel Europe. For the moment, I 
don’t have my own transmitter and 
therefore my programmes have to be 
relayed via other stations. The station 
was formed during Christmas 1992, and 
my first programme was carried by 
Radio Fusion International in May 1993. 
Next, I had a programme via the 
Scandinavia Broadcasting Corporation, 
and on the 12th of September, the 
perhaps most well-known programme 
so far was relayed by Radio Delta, 
Ruurlo on 6200 kHz. For this single 
programme I received some 60 reports! 
A total of 80 reports have been received 
for all my programmes. Since the Delta 
relay I have have had just one more 
programme which was again relayed by 
the SBC. I now hope to be back 
sometime during spring or summer of 
this year with more great music from the 
last decade ...

Radio enthusiasts to the fact that 
pirates also exist in Norway. Free Radio 
Norway Is actually operating its own 
transmitter of about 100 watts, and Its 
first programme was transmitted at the 
end of December 1993. Signals have 
been reported very good all over 
Europe, and the operator who just calls 
himself Dag Johnsone, is really satisfied 
with the response. The station has been 
mentioned in most magazines taking 
pirate DX seriously. In spite of this, he 
will be on the air only occasionally 
because of security reasons. He likes 
to promote Norwegian culture and 
music, and after the Winter Olympic 
Games at Lillehammer that might not be 
very difficult . . . Most Norwegian music 
might not be too known among you free 
Radio enthusiasts, but he hopes that 
you will send him your reception reports 
anyway. The address to write to for 
Free Radio Norway Is the Wuppertal 
maildrop. 

Now a little about the future for pirates 
here in my country. I’ve been talking to 
a couple of guys here, and they are 
really enthusiastic about the pirate idea. 
They might very well get their own 
transmitters and surf the ainA/aves 
sometime in the future ... I will try to 
update you ail on the situation in 
Norway via well-known Free Radio 
magazines as Pirate Chat and Pirate 
Connection, but If you have more 
questions about Free Radio In Norway, 
please write me, or any of the other 
pirates mentioned In this article.

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Dutch Mediumwaue News

MYSTERY surrounds the unexpected 
sudden disappearance of MW Dutch 
pirate, Pirana, after five years of regular 
weekly programmes. I’ve heard it 
through the grapevine that domestic 
problems may be the cause but as yet I 
have no further info. 

The Dutch MW pirates have been the 
^target of a blitz by the R.C.D. and P.T.T. 
authorities recently, with several well 
known stations being raided. The result 
has left a very quiet band over the past 
few weeks, with most of the activity now 
reverting to the old Friday and Saturday 
night slots. However, things are now 
just about beginning to pick up again. 

Regular night-owl, the Tijdbreker was 
caught but was back on air after only 
two days! Unfortunately, his through 
the night programme has stopped but 
he can still be heard in QSO with 
others. 

New pirate bad Company probably 
wishes he had never started up as he 
was given an outrageous fine of 4,000 
Guilders! The size of some fines has 
deterred many pirates, hence the 
reluctance to fire up transmitters. 

Some regularly heard stations are 
using decoy IDs and keep 
transmissions as short as possible. 

Anyway, on now to other things and I 
can tell you to check out 1569 kHz! A 
new regular Sunday afternoon 
programme Is aired here from Radio 
Soto. Also using the channel are Texta 
Cowboy, Drukstrom and Blauwe Voss. 
Reception in the UK is good with no 
interference. Radio 807 has also just 
• started using this area of MW and can 
be heard on 1597 with his Sunday 
programme. 


Remember that 182 metres is also 
active with the Dutch pirates! ±1645 is 
becoming more and more active as the 
noise and interference on 183 metres 
continues to get worse. As you will see 
from the loggings, Barones has even 
been as high as 1675. The higher the 
frequencies, the clearer they are, but it 
seems that with time, any frequencies 
used by the Dutch pirates become very 
congested by all sorts of noise. 

It was nice to hear Delta (Ruurlo) 
back on MW recently. It’s just a pity that 
Gertie does not make it on air more 
often. 

The famous Mr. Jingle Man has just 
struck again, this time with some cuts 
for Radio Mexico. Listen out for this 
station and his jingles giving the P.O. 
BOX 157 Vriezenveen address. 

I recently saw a very interesting video' 
all about the sea ship “Droit de Parole" 
Radio Brod, which is soon to leave the 
Adriatic coast. The on-board news 
studio is very professional with satellite 
links direct to all the international news 
agencies. QSLs are issued but I am still 
waiting for mine, despite two reports! 

Understandably, not too many 
loggings this time around as the Dutch 
MW pirate activity has been severely 
curtailed just as It was reaching its 
peak. However, here Is what I have, 
along with the return of the now 
•Spotlight Netherlands’ feature.

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SPOTLIGHT NETHERLANDS 

Radio 807 

written by Derek Taylor 


ONCE again we spotlight a station who 
has been a regular weekly broadcaster 
on MW for many years. 

Radio 807’s Sunday night programme 
of requests and dedications lasts for 
around three hours and is heard all over 
Holland, although it is primarily aimed at 
listeners in the Veluwe, a particularly 
green and beautiful wooded part of 
Holland In the province of Gelderland. 

Operator, Kees runs the station with 
his wife who is also a pirate, it is very 
much a family station and his daughers, 
Mariane and Hilde are often heard over 
the mike doing greetings and record 
requests. 

A telephone number is given out on 
air and a call would always be 
appreciated although Kees’ English is 
very limited. The number to call from 
the UK Is 010-31-3429 2521. 

The music from the station is a 
mixture of Dutch and English but 
reception Is often difficult due to the 186 
metre band Interference and the 
reluctance to change to 183 metres. 
Kees likes to stay around 1606 or 1615 
kHz as most of the listeners are non¬ 
amateurs using domestic receivers. 

The identification and address of P.O. 
Box 341, 3770 AH Barneveld 
Is given in English. For correct reports 
you will receive a nice QSL letter in 
English, but make sure you include 
some return postage. 

During my visit last year to the 
Netherlands, I had the pleasure to meet 
Kees and his family. I can therefore 
give you a very good description of the 
807 studio as I have actually used his 
transmitter. 


The studio is quite small and very 
tidy. Lots of stickers adorn the walls 
along with coloured post cards from 
listeners. Perhaps the best feature of 
his studio is the giant poster of Pia 
Zadora, wearing little more than a smile. 

Radio 807 uses the BC 191 
transmitter or the VT cast as it is known 
in Holland. It uses 4 x \/T-4C tubes, 
giving around 200 watts of power. The 
antenna is approximately 46 metres 
long and 15 metres high. The studio 
also has very nice built In turntables and 
a large record collection. 

Kees Is 50 years old and a taxi driver. 
But these days he spends most of his 
time in the office behind the control 
desk. He is a very popular and well 
known character around town and does 
a lot of good work for handicapped 
people. 

Radio Atlas can sometimes be heard 
In QSO with 807 by way of a studio 
relay. Radio Sapporro, Radio Korak 
and Atlas are always waiting to give 
Kees a report at the end of each 
programme. 

Radio 807 always signs on with the 
same record “Long Long Ago" from The 
Giants, a well known Instrumental. The 
programmes then always end with 
"Atlantis” from The Shadows. 

If you are tuning around on Sunday 
nights, please listen out for Radio 807. 
He is always on air from around 1900 
UTC and can sometimes be heard on 
Saturday nights too with an all 60s 
English pop programme. His regular 
frequency is now 1597 kHz in the 
Increasingly popular 188 metre band. ■ 
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
